A Woman Keldler.

A wounded soldier recently passed through
Berlin who excited geveral attention, being a
woman. She is twenty-four years of age. har
nome is Bertha Welss. She was bern at S8chon-
burg and educated al a respectable establish-
ment at Ragnit. 8he soon, however, evinced a
singular preference for manly attire, and acted
as civilian rervant to a captain of the 69th Regi-
ment at Treves, with whose family she had
occasion to make a long journey Lo the south.
Her good conduet induced her master to pro-
vide for her furtber education, so that she was
competent to pass the ensign’s examination.
Shortly before the war, provided with a
recommendation from the eaptain, and without
belng subjected to a strict surgical examination,
she entered lis regiment and took part in the
battle of 8picheren, Transferred to the Crown
Prince's regiment, she succeeded in the battle
of Gravelotte, first alone and afterwards sup-
ported by two men, in recovering the flag of
the 16th lnfnnl.r_f regiment, which had n
seized by the French, Bhe received In this
exploit four bullet wounds, one of which, in
the knee, disabled her from walking, Bhe re-
ceived from Prince Frederick Charles for her
bravery the second class of the Iron Cross, as
well as an autograph certificate couched in the
most flattering terms. BShe 8 therein styled
Berpard von Weles, and is granted a furlough.

THE PRINCESS LOUISE.

The Marquis of Lorne and His Reyal Bride.

The London correspondent of the Birming-
ham Mosi saye that the designed abserce of the
Duke of Argyll from the Cabinel council on
Wedneeday left his colleagues at liberty to dis-
cuss with the greater freedom the novel and
delicate question ariulnioutot the approaching
marriage of his son with the Princess Louise.
It I8 rumored that the Cabinet, participatiog in
the gratification with which the approachin
nuptials bhave been regarded by n.lr clasges o
her Majesty’s subjects, have determined to pro-
pose to Parliament that £6000 a year sh:sﬁ be
settled npon the Princess, together with a dower
of £30,000. A euitable settlement will be made
on the brid m by thé Duke of Argyll. The
Marquis will be raised to a dokedom, with a
fcat in the npper house. His precedence s a
more diffienlt question.

No man's position in English soclety is altered

by any matrimonial alliance, and Prince Chris-
tian i entitled merely to the precedsnce of a
Kuight of the Garter, which is next below that
of the eldest sons of barons, Itis said to be
the Queen's intention to issue a royal ordinance
fl\-lug Prince Christian and the Marquis of
.orne, after his alevation tg a dukedom, prece-
dence next after royal dukes. The Queen, by o
royal ordinance of a similar character, gave
the Prince Consort precedence over the
Prince of Wales, who huad been at all
times previously regarded as the first subject
in the realm, and the nearest to the throne.
Thies position was not forfeited by statute or
common luw, but as in the case of precedence
given to her Majesty's sons-in-law, there was no
progpect that the Prince Consort’s right to the
place assigned him would be questioned by any
of the peers copcerned. According to English
ractice, the precedence of the Princesa Loulse,
n defanlt of any royal warrant, would be regu-
lated by that of her husband, and if the Marquis
of Lorne were created a Duke of the United
Kingdom, ghe wounld be at the bottom of the
list of Duchesses of the United Kingdom.

FROM FORTRESS MONROE.

Particulars of the Huiclde of Joseph M
walters.
Correspendence Associated Pross.

Fortress Monron, Va., Dec, 10.—Mr. Joseph
M. Walters, proprietor of the National Hotel in
Norfolk, committed sulclda.s'ul.erdav by shoot-
lnf himeelf through the head.

t appears that he had been engaged in some
buginess enterprises that had not turned out
successful, and in order to raise funds to try and
retrieve his lost fortunes, he forged the names
of several prominent firms of Norfolk, on which
he 18 eaid to have ralsed some eight or
nine thousand dollars. This fact came
to light on yesterday morning from a check pre-
sented at the Exchange National Bank, which
was pronounced a forgery. This news soon
spréad, and other paper which Mr. Walters had
pegotinted was looked up and also prononnced
spurions. Mr. Walters, anticipating these dis-
coveries, went oul to his farm, about six miles
from Norfolk, fully intending to commit
the fatal deed. He etopped st a drug store,
wishing to purchase some arsenic to polson
a dog, but the kind-hearted proprietor stated
that death by poison was o hard one, and in-
duced him to shoot, or agree to shoot, the dog.
He then purchased a bottle of landanum, and
proceeded on his way into the country. i}'pon
the extent of the forgerics becoming known,
his mearlK at the hotel was seized by those
whom he bad victimized. Mr. Cooper, an
aftache of the house, went out to see Mr. Wal-
tere, and informed him of this fact. Mr. Wal-
ters then sal down and wrote two or three
noles, one to his wife, one to Colonel
Cooper, and one to Mr. Saunder's, which
he gave Mr. Cooper, to deliver, which
he did, eupposing they relaied to the
businees at  the hotel. Mr. Cooper had
not been long in the city, however, when word
came that Mr. Wallers hud shot himself shortly
after Cooper had left him. He was stopping at
the houee of a triend, Mr. Van Wyck, and bor-
rowed his carbine and some ammunition for
the ostensible purpose of ghooting some ducks.
Not retumlng to breakfast, however, a servant
was despatched in search of him. Fe found
Mr. Walters near the house, busy tear-
ing up papers, and ,who as soon as he saw the
eervant coming towards him, took up the gun,

laced the muzzle underneath his chin, and

red, blowing his brains toatoms. On a small
ecrap of paper found pear the body was written
the followlng:— “Dear Van:—I killed myself,
being afrald to face my wife and famlly. Inform
my wife. Jog."

During the war Mr. Walters served with dis-
tinction in the Confederate army, where he held
the rauk of major, and leaves a large circle ol
friends to mourn kis untimely end, He was
about thirty-four years of age,of very fine appear-
apce and pleasing address, The following par-
ties hold paper forged by Mr, Walters for the

THE LOSS OF THE ONEIDA.
—————— —
Hear-Admiral Rownn's Responsibillty for the

Dsaster Unnvassed—-Doubts Concernlug s
Confirmation ns Vice-admirval,

WasHiNGTON, Dee. 11, — Since  Rear- Admiral
Rowan's pame has been before the Senate for con-
firmation for the office of Vice-Admiral, a very gene-
ral inquiry has been made in some clrcles as to the
charges preferred against him some months ago {n
connection with the loss of the Ogeida, The drst
letters received from Japan after that sad occur-
rence mentioned the fact that the Opeida went to
sen without her full complement of boats, she having
lost the most of those belonging to her in a typhoon
& short time before, and the subsequent accounts
contalped a statemont by Master Yates, the oflicer
of the deck at the time of the aecident, in which he
sald i—

“Licutenant-Commander Muldaur walked aup to Oap-
tain Willinme, just as the ship went dewe, and, touching
his bat, d -—'Bir, the ship is going down!' ‘I know it,*
said the Captain, ‘tut whst can L do? 1 have repeatodly
asked for boats, but could not get them!' "

Mr. Yates, also, in his testimony before the British
Court of Inquiry, sald;—

“The Onenda's proper complemont of boats was six,
which consider would be sutficient to save all hands.
Bome of them would have carried provisions and some
not. When we left Yokohama we had not that comple-
ment. We were short three serviceable boata,  If we bad
had our proper complement of boats, we could not hava
carried the ulimi? thlp'ﬁ company without the gig. With
all the boats we might Bave saved all the ship'scompuny. '

In additlion to this testimony {8 the statement
made to the Pribune correspondent in Japan by Cap-
tain's Clerk Crowplogshleld, immediately alter the

A correspondent of the London Standard, re-
cently eseaped from Parls, writes:—The fact is
that Bismarck has long really recognized the
practical impregnability of Parls.

Powerful telezcopes
reveal the nature of the work, and the amuse-
ment of the day consiste in pointing the great
guns accurately on the spot. At night, when
the enemy comes out like a bird of evil omen to
continue his operations, he is saluted with a
ehower of olus for his own personal beneflt,
and of heavy boulels for that of his earthworks.
If any of the latter remain undemolished till the
morsing, a few more discharges complete the
destruction during the next day. This is the
explanation of the concert which enlivens Paris
every pight. Its preparation and execation
form almost the only occupation of the stont
marines imprisoned in the forts, and they work
at it with a will.

LAURA FAIR.

Explolts of the Murderess of Hon. A, P. Urlt-
tendon, of Maa Francisoo,

Mrg. Laura Fair. the murderer of A. P. Orit-
enden, in San Francisco, has been remarkably
ready In the use of the pistol throughout her
diversified career. Her husband committed
euicide, and her ‘‘protector” in Mexico, a petty
chief in Chihuahua, was killed by the natives
because they hated his mistress, A Southern
correspondent continues her history as follows:—

*In 1861 she prompted her nephew to rob the
treasure box of the Pawama steamer, but he
was detected and punisbed, though afterward
released on turning State’s evidence against his
confederates.

“‘In 1862 the silver discoveries in the Stale of
Nevade, caused a rush of population to that ter-
ritory. Bhe took up her residence in Virginia
City, and soon afterwards, in conjunction with
& male partner, opened the Tahoe Honse. The
s)'ml.r:sl.iniua of Mre.Fair were intensely Southern,
while those of her partner were equally strong
in favor of the North. On the 4th of July he
determined to hoist the national banner over the
hotel, and she threatened Lo sboot him if he did.
He made the attempi,and she fulfilled her threat,
inflicting a eevere but not mortal wound. BShe
hen ralsed the “‘bonny blue llag,” and stood by
it for twelve hours, defying the whole city to
pull itdown,

“She was tried for the attempted murder, and
Mr. Crittenden, whose political sympathies were
in full aceordwith her own, volunteered to
undertake her defense, and was so successful
that the jury acquitted her without leaving the
box. From that time an intimacy existed be-
tween the two, which lasted uatil a year ago,
when, after a quarrel, she laid in wait for him
on the steps of his office and flashed a pistol in
his face as he eame out. The cap snapped, and
ghe wae thus saved from her attempted crime.
Last July ehe again married, the vietim belng
a Chicago man. He was worth &75,000,
but kept such a tight hold of the purse strings
that ch wocured a divorce” in less than six
weeke, She then tried to renew her connection
with Mr. Crittenden, though only with partial
success. That gentleman offered her an an-
nuity of five thousand for the rest of her life if
she would leave the Btate and annoy bim no
more. This offer was rejected, and his friends
then advised bim to repel ber for once and for-
ever. But the one great error of his life was to
bring with it an awful punishment. All his
efforte to eseape from her tolls w ere frunitless.”
